1. THE FOLLOWING SITREP W AS .PREPARED AT EMBASSY 
ISLAMABAD IN THE WAKE OF THE TEMPORARY CLOSURE OF 
EMBASSY KABUL. EMBASSY ISLAMA8AD, IN CONJUNCTION WITH 
AMCONSUL PESHAWAR, INTENDS TO PREPARE A WEEKLY SITREP 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE SCHEDULE FOLLOWED BY EMBASSY 
KABUL. (MESSAGES WILL BE SENT EACH TUESDAY). 
ADDRESSEES NOT WISHING TO RECEIVE THIS WEEKLY SITREP 
SHOULD SO INFORM US. EMBASSY (USIS) WILL CONTINUE ITS 
REGULAR PRESS BRIEFINGS IN ISLAMABAD BUT WILL NOW USE 
THIS SITREP RATHER THAN THE ONE FROM KABUL. USIS WILL 
USE THE USUAL ATTRIBUTION, "WESTERN DIPLOMATIC 
SOURCES". FYl: ON JANUARY 31, WE BRIEFED 13 
JOURNALISTS, INCLUDING ALL MAJOR NETWORKS BASEO IN 
ISLAMABAD PLUS VISITING JOURNALISTS. THEY WERE 
DELIGHTED THAT ISLAMABAD HAO PICKED UP RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR CONTINUING. THE INSTITUTION OF THE KABUL SITREP, 
PARTICULARLY AT THIS CRUCIAL TIME. WE PLAN TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MAINTAIN THE TUESDAY SITREP 8RIEFING SCHEDULE, BUT 
WILL HOLD ADDITIONAL BRIEFINGS SHOULD FAST-MOVING 
EVENTS IN AFGHANISTAN WARRANT. END FYI. 

2. SUMMARY: OURING THE LAST WEEK OF JANUARY, SOVIET 
TROOPS IN AFGHANISTAN APPEARED TO BE PREPARING TO 
CONCLUDE THEIR WITHDRAWAL FROM AFGHANISTAN WITH FINAL 
PREPARATIONS NOTED IN KABUL AND AT SHINDAND AIRBASE IN 
FARAH PROVINCE. MEANWHILE, MUJAHIDIN GENERALLY 
CONTINUED A POLICY OF NOT ENGAGING RETREATING SOVIET 
TROOPS. MUJAHIDIN ALSO CONTINUED THEIR TWO-MONTH OLD 
"PAUSE" AROUND KABUL. SOVIET FORCES, HOWEVER, HAVE 
FAILED TO RECIPROCATE THESE UNILATERAL GESTURES, 
FLYING INTENSE BOMBING MISSIONS AGAINST CIVILIAN AND 
MUJAHIDIN TARGETS IN VARIOUS PARTS OF AFGHANISTAN. 

3. IN ONE PARTICULARLY SAVAGE ENGAGEMENT, HUNDREOS OF 
CIVILIANS WERE KILLED IN PARWAN PROVINCE AND OTHER 
PROVINCES OF NORTHEAST AFGHANISTAN AS SOVIET FORCES 
UNLEASHED A MISSILE AND AIR BARRAGE AGAINST NUMEROUS 
VILLAGES SOUTH OF THE SALANG TUNNEL ANO IN NEIGHBORING 
VALLEYS. MUJAHIDIN MEANWHILE HAVE TIGHTENED THE NOOSE 
AROUNO KANOAHAR AIRPORT, BUT NOT SUFFICIENTLY TO BLOCK 
A MAJOR RESUPPLY EFFORT REPORTEDLY MOUNTED BY SOVIET 
AIRCRAFT FLOWN DIRECTLY FROM THE SOVIET UNION. 
MUJAHIDIN ATTACKS AGAINST SHINDAND AIRBASE, FOCAL 
POINT FOR SOVIET AIR OPERATIONS IN SOUTH ANO SOUTHWEST

15. MUJAHIDIN CONTINUED TO MAINTAIN PRESSURE ON 
JALALABAD AND OTHER AREAS. AT JALALABAD, IN ORDER TO

BELEAGUREO POPULATION, MUJAHIDIN BEGAN TRUCKING FOOD 
INTO THE CITY. THE OPERATION SUCCESSFULLY BROUGHT 
FOOD TO SOME OF THE NEEDY CIVILIANS IN THE CITY,

TO THE PAKISTANI BORDER. THE BRIDGE IS BETWEEN THE 
AIRPORT AND TWO MAJOR REGIME CONTINGENTS AT TAKHTI PUL 
AND TOUR KOTAL. SHOULD THE MUJAHDIN SUCCEED IN 
CUTTING OFF THESE CONTINGENTS, AND SECURING THEIR
